Their nefghbor- 
ing victims to save their cattle from 
being lifted sometimes compounded for 
safety by an annual payment as insur- 
ance to the bandits. This fee not only 
gave them immunity, but entailed 
them to protect them from rival free 
booters. It was their “mail,” or “pro- 
tection.” The “muil” couch was so 
named because it had its armed guard 
with loaded blunderbuss on the dickey. 

But the mail paid by border farmers 
was not for hovest royal protection, 
but for guardianship by thieves, and 
hence was “black” mail, the color of 
black being typical of what was nefa- 
rious, whether in art or in guardian- 
ship, while the guardian of this stamp 
was known as the “blackguard” of the 
district. The last named latter day 
term of reproach seems to have ob- 
tained its expression originally as bere 
described.—Lundov Field.

Cherry Delights. 

Cherries served fresh and cold om 
their own steins for breakfast are so 
delicious that no other way of serving 
them at that meal could be better. But 
pitted and sprinkled with sugar and a 
bit of lemon juice they serve as an ap 
petizer and at the same time lose none 
of their delicate flavor. Another way 
of preparing them for breakfast is te 
pit them and mix them with sugar im 
the proportion of half a cupful to a 
pint ef cherries and cook them until 
they are just tender. Then pour them 
over buttered toast. 

Cherry soup has been made, but 1% 
could hardly be more than the result of 
an effort to serve cherries in a new and 
unexpected way. However, at every 
course save the soup course cherries 
can be legitimately served. 

Cherry cocktails are made in this 
way: Stone ripe cherries, chop them 
fine, add a tablespoonful of lemon juice 
to each cupful of cherries, sweeten 
them to taste and serve them either in 
cocktail glasses or else in lemon skin 
cups made by removing part of one 
side of a sufficient number of lemons, 
cutting a bit of the rind from the other 
side, removing all the pulp and juice 
and washing and chilling the shells. 

Cherries served with French toast 
can be used as an entree. To make 
them cut rings half an inch thick from 
bread and soak them in beaten egg 
yolk, milk, a little sugar and a pinch of 
salt. Roll the bread rings in crumbed 
bread and macaroons and brown them 
in butter. Stew ripe cherries with sug- 
ar enough to sweeten them, drain and 
pile in the middle of a dish. Surround 
them with the fried bread rings and 
serve them with the juice of the cher- 
ries thickened with a little cornstarch 
and flavored with orange juice. 

Cherry fritters can be served with 
meat as a separate course or as dessert, 
To make them prepare a batter of a 
cupful of flour, a teaspoonful of salt 
and balf a teaspoonful of baking pow: 
der mixed with a tablespoouful of 
melted butter, a well beaten egg and 
enough water to make a thin batter, 
Stew ripe, pitted cherries until they 
are just tender—but do not cook them 
to pieces—and sweeten them. Drain 
them and add them to the batter. Drop 
it in spoonfuls into deep fat and fry 
brown. The juice drained from the 
cherries can be substituted for water 
to moisten the fritter batter. 

Sour cherries are needed for cherry 
sherbet Stone a quart of them. In 
the meantime boil together a quart of 
water and a pound of granulated sugar 
for fifteen minutes. Add the cherries 
to the hot sirup just as it is taken from 
the stove and stand aside until it is 
perfectly cold. . Strain through a fine 
wire sieve and freeze. When you take 
out the dasher stir in a meringue made 
of the white of one egg sweetened with 
a tablespoonful of granulated sugags 
Pack in ice fur an hour or two. 


Raspberry Tarts, 

Raspberry Tarts.—Delicious raspber- 
ry tarts can be made by cooking paste 
in patty tins, filling the shells with 
rice or beans in waxed paper to keep 
the paste from bubbling and filling the 
shells with fresh raspberries covered 
with sugar and whipped cream. 

Raspberry Ice Cream.—This_ ice 
cream calls for three pints of raspber- 
ries, Cover and mix them witb a cup 
ful of sugar and let them stand for an 
hour. Mix three pints of cream witha 
cupful and a half of sugar and two 
tablespoonfuls of sherry. Freeze and 
when stiff take out the dasher. Put 
-bhe berries and sugar ip the cavity 
where the dasher was and set away ig 
ice and salt for an hour and a half, 


Boiled Sweet Apples. 

Take five nice, ripe, sweet applea, 
halve and core them, place in a kettle, 
sprinkle with four teaspounfuls brown 
sugar. Add water enough to boll well 
aver the apples. Cover and let them 
2ook until tender and the juice is be- 
coming thick. Then witb a silver fork 
ar spoon lift the buttum pieces, letting 
the top ones down into the sirup, 
Sook from twenty to thirty minutes 
onger, being careful not to burn them, 
These are much nicer than baked ap 
ples.

MUTINY IN PRISON 
Chief Warden is Shot and His Wile

Some prisoners mutinied, shot the 
chief warder dead with a revolver an 
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18 SENT TO PRISON 
Man Who: Broke the Famous Bank 
Gete Five Years for Swindling 


Charles Wells, of Paris, also 
alias Rivier, the founder of the Paris 
banking house known as the Rente 
Bi-Mensuelle who was arrested on a 
yacht at Falmouth and extradited to 
France, has been sentenced on the 
charge of fraud to five years’ impris- 
onment and a fine of $600 by the 
Paris correctional Court. Jeanne 
Burns, his companion, was sentencad 
to thirteen months imprisonment and 
fined $200, 

The dramatic arrest of Monte Carlo 
Wells, and Jeanne Burns, an actress, 
took place on his steam yacht, Excel 
sior, at Fairmouth cn January 20 last. 
Wells, who was said to have had some 
thirty-six aliases, twice broke the 
bank at Monte Carlo in 1892 and won 
some $200,000 at the tables in five 
days. This was the feat that was 
commemorated in the well-known 
song: The Man who “roke the Bank 
at Morte Carlo.” During the hearing 
of tne present case he said: I broke 
the Bank not once, but ten times, 
and gained altogether $400,000. 

Wells was sentenced at the Old 
Bailey in the following year to eight 
years’ penal servitude for obtaining 
over $150,000 by false pretences of 
selling certain patents. One of these 
he asserted, would economize fuel on 
steamships. 

Wells was arrested at Falmouth on 
a charge of obtaining over $200,000 by 
false pretences in France. This was 
the sum he had obtained as manager 
of the Rente Bi-Mensuelle in Paris, 
which advertised largely and prom: 


Wells carried 
out his promise so effectively for six! 
months, paying out of capital, that) 
he raked in millions of francs. The 
police at length asked him to give 
proofs of his genuiness, but We1is 
disappeared. When he was fourd at 
Falmouth in his luxuriously fitted 
yacht he was living a life of ease.

Explorer’s Specimen Ncw On View In 
Alberta Capital, 

Harry V. Radford, the Arctic . - 

plorer, who with his :ompanion, Geo. 


Street of Ottawa, has been murdered 


by Esquimos, killed the largest wood 
buffalo known in June of 1910 on 
the trip which proved to be his last. 
He told the story to H. A. Tremayne, 
then an inspector of the fur trade dis- 
tricts for the Hudson Bay Co. Mr, 
Tremayne described the affair while 
in Winnipeg recently. 

“I met Radford at Fort McMurray, 
on the Athabasca river, in June, 1910 
and he told me the story of the kill- 
ing of this huge beast,’’ says Mr. Tre- 
mayne, Then —e quotes Radford as 
saying: 

“Desiring to obtain a large speci- 
men of the wood buffalo, I applied, 
when at Edmonton, tv the Albertan 
Government for a permit to kill one, 
This obtained, I traveled by boat to 
Fort Smith, on the Great Slave River, 
in 1909, and remained in that vicin- 
ity, pursuing my scientific investiga- 
tions, until recently (June, 1910), 
One afternoon we came upon the 
spoor of a band of twelve animals, 
among the tracks of which was one 


‘of unusual size, indicating that its 


author was a very large animal. We 
tracked the band for about two miles, 
when it was found to have divided, 
eight of the animals going south and 
the remaining four (including the 
large one) traveling northwest. We 
again took up the trail for three 
miles, to a point where a further 
separation had taken place, and the 
owner of the large hoofs had gone 
on accompanied by only one female, 
I succeeded in traveling on with sil- 
ence and circumspection for about 
half a mile, when the trail led to a 
small clearing, in the middle of which 
stood, perfectly still, an enormous 
bull buffalo and a cow. 

“The moment was « n agonizing one 
for me, but by a supreme effort I 
controlled myself, dropped on one 
knee, and, aiming carefully at the 
heart region, fired. ‘he bull did not 
move. I fired again, and, with a 
frightful bellow, he fell on his. side 
and lay struggling. Still fearful that 
the injuries inflicted might not be 
vital and that the prize might yet 
escape me, I fired three more shots, 
after which the beast lay quite still. 

“I had the carcass tak.n to Fort 
Smi‘h by horse sleigh and, having 
procured the scales, found that it 
tipped the beam at 2,250 pounds, eas- 
fly a world’s record.” 

The sequel is thus related by Mr. 
Tremayne: 

“In reaching Smith’s Landing with 
the carcass Radford was arrested by 
the sergeant in charge of a Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police detach- 
ment for ‘killing a Buffalo without 
authority.’ Radford produced his per- 
mit, which had been signed by the 
Minister of Agriculture for the Pro- 
vince of Alberta. The sergeant ex- 
plained that the animal had been kill- 
ed in the unorganized district known 
as the Northwest Territories, which 
is under the jurisdiction of the Dom- 
inion, not the Albertan Government, 
and that the permit was therefore of 
no value. However, there had evi- 
dently been a misunderstanding, and 
Radford could not leave the vicinity 
even had he wanted to (650 miles 
of snow and ice lay between Smith's 
Landing and the nearest railway line, 
at Edmonton) so the sergeant releas- 
ed him pending instruction, sent a 
report on the case to his commis- 
sioner. 

“The verdict received some months 
later was that ‘in view of the general 
misunderstanding no fine need be im- 
posed, but the hide of the buffalo 
must be confiscated and turned ovet 
to the Department of Agriculture at 
Edmonton.’ The skin was, therefore, 
taken away from Radford and is now 
to be seen mounted in the Govern- 
ment Buildings of the Albertan capl- 
tal.”
